More About Ginseng

After reading our spread 
on ginseng in last week’s 
Courier, Mervil Lewis of Zag 
dropped by the office last 
Friday to show us some of 
the largest “sang” roots we’d 
} ever seen. In fact, they were 
so large we thouhgt they were 
sweet potatoes and he was 
trying to pull our leg a little. 

But no, they were the real 
thing. But they were culti¬ 
vated roots grown in one of 
the three sang gardens Mr. 
Lewis maintains on his farm 
at Zag. 

Mr. Lewijs said the sang, 
shown in photo above, was 
the largest he’d ever seen or 
grown since he started culti¬ 
vating the valuable herb 
about 10 years ago. Cultivat¬ 
ed sang is considerably larg¬ 
er than the wild variety 
(note wild sang root held 
by Homer Elam in photo 
above) but seldom as large as 
that he is holding, Mr. Lewis 
said. 

The three roots Mr. Lewis 
is holding are green. But 
together they weighed a 
pound and a half. When pro¬ 
perly dried those three roots 
will weigh about a half a 
pound, and normally it takes 
roots from 18 to 20 wild gin¬ 
seng plants to make a pound 
of dried sang. 

Mr. Lewis, whose sang 
gardens total about a half¬ 
acre, told us that while culti¬ 
vated plants grow consider¬ 
ably larger than wild plants 
of the same age, the culti¬ 
vated sang brings only half 
as much money per pound 
as the wild variety. Of course, 
w'liile the cultivated plants 
bring less money pe? pound, 
it takes fewer of them to make 
a pound. 

Mr. Lewis said that nor¬ 
mally he harvests sang from 
one of his gardens once 
every four years—the length 
of time it takes the roots to 
mature—harvesting roots 
from one of his three gar¬ 
dens one year, harvesting 
another the next year, etc. 

Mr. Lewis said that he’d 
just harvested the roots from 
part of one garden and esti¬ 
mated the green roots to

Dried, they’ll make about 
50 pounds. He will then pack 
them and ship them to a 
herb dealer in Cincinnati 
who will pay him around $23 
per pound for Iks “crop.”

Seeds from the harvested 
plants will be dried—much 
in the manner of bean seed 
—and replanted this fall, Mr. 
Lewis said. 

Sang, a perennial herb of 
the deep woods, cannot stand 
prolonged exposure to sun¬ 
light. Thus, it must be culti¬ 
vated in gardens well pro¬ 
tected from the sun. Mr. 
Lewis' gardens, filled with 
rich dirt and leaf mold from 
the deep woods, are covered 
entirely with brush, cut for 
the purpose and made into 
long sheds. 

Mr. Lewis said he obtain¬ 
ed seed for his first garden 
by digging and transplanting 
small wild ginseng plants to 
a prepared site. Then as the 
plants matured he harvested,
